Rush, engineer 
of this city, af a means of combin- 
ing in ene gigantic enterprise the 
water-frontact!vitiesof Venice, Ocean 
Park and Santa Monica. Mr. Rush, 
whe once vilanned to bridge San 
Francisco Bay and is ‘widely known 
in connection with original and far- 
sighted conceptions, made his project 
public yesterday and by invitation 
will present it at once, probably t- 
morrow, to the City une of Ranta 
Monica and to representatives of 
the other cities who have invited 
him in an effert to get together 
behind a plan to benefit the entire 
district. 

The project, according to the pres- 
ent plans, ic to be financed by a 
construction bond ene, which will 
be secured by the value of the re- 
claimed property on the pier and by 
the income from the amusement en 
terprises. The twenty-two acres of 
land, which the pier wil! embrace 
will alone be worth some 12,990. 
600, more than the cost of construc- 
tion, Mr. Rush estimates. 

His plane call for a horseshoe 
pier of sold stone, inclosing an area 
to be filled with earth. On thie he 
expects to place an automobile pleag- 
ure drive, a promenade, a stadium. 
a muse auditorium with 15,000 
seating capacity, an aquartum a 
museum, a plan capable of holding 
£000 people and a tower fect 
high—200 feet higher than the 
Tower at Parts 

RAILWAY UP TOWER. 

This lest is the distinctive feature 
of the pler-development pian. The 
design calle for a base 300 by 300 
feet. The whole structure fs to rest 
on four semicireular arches 1506 
feet across, above which, 200 feet 
from the ground and in the body of 
the tower iteelf, will be the plaza 
a roof garden plaza. so to speak.

built, the tower is to go there. but 
otherwise the idea will be utilized, tf 
epportunity offers, in connection with 
Los Angeles’ civic center plane. Mr 
Rush says. in that event, he will 
so alter the design of the tower as 
to give the plaza, above the archee. 
a capacity of 20.000 people, he de 
clares, and thereby provide a place 
for the largest and most impor- 
tant of public gatherings. “ 
DETAILS OF PIER. 

Mr. Rush's for the pier 
call for an automobile drive. 106 feet 
wide and 3500 feet long, to encircle 
the outer rim of solid gone Us 
Gerground he proposes to place «a 
garage with accommodations for 
1600 care. Along the center of the 
pier, from the shore to the ocean 
end. he plans to lay out a prome- 
nate, 150 feet wide and 280 feet 
long. The approach to this prome-

THE PLACE 
OF “TOSCA.” 


The Power of Puccini Best Re- 
vealed in this Opera. 


BY EDWIN SCHALLERT. 

I once knew a tenor of ability 
who, sald he would give ten years 
of his life for the privilece of sing- 
ing the role of Tristan; and I re- 
call a baritone who averre’d that 
his ambition was to potray Scarpia 
in “Tosca,” and then he would be 
willing to cancel his contract on 
existence. Neither had the voice that 
equalled his aspiration and neither. 
as far as | know, had his Wish 
granted. That of the baritone might 
seem of much lesser merit than the 
tenor s, in view of the vast differ- 
ence einten Wagner and *uccini, 
Fut it de remembered that 
the beritone ie never as tortunate 
as the tenor beneath the proscea.:um 
and there are few roles as great as 
the fastidious but elemental Baron 
of the Bardou romance. 

It is a rather interesting fact that 
Puecini’s romance of hemlock and 
nixhtshade—-ltalian to the core 
Was selected for the opening 
formance of the Metropolitan Opera 
season this vear. Of course, the rea- 
sor is amply apparent in the pres- 
ence of Caruso, Farrar and Seotti, 
the than-whom-there-are-no-great- 
er-in-the-eves-of-the-metropolis trio 
of interpreters of Mario, Flor and 
the Roman Chief of Police. 
premier performance has been de- 
scribed as one that waa notable for 
ite glamour and its bad singing. 

However, the tasue which I am 
endeavorigg to establish is not the 
impertanée of the Metropolitan's 
opening, hut yo the fundamental 
vitality of the Puccini melodramat- 
ic-tragedy, which has never assumed 
a pepulariiy equal to that which 
has attended the presentation of his 
“Boheme” or “Butterfly.” In time, I 
believe, it will be acknowledged that, 
despita its preponderant faults, “Tos- 
en ia the great Puccini musrico- 
dramatic work. Its plot is lurid in 
the extreme—but it has the sweep 
of intense dramatic action. 

Hermonically, the cope is welded 
out of material that ls at once vivid 
and emotional. The episodes of lyric 
of the 
third act. are not overobvious, as 8 
ofter happens in “Butterfly.” What 
is more, “Tosca” tis the only cele- 
brated work of the composer which 
has a concrete unity of time. place 
and action which barks back to 
that standard of purity evolved by 
Greeks for the action begins 
In the afternoon of one day and 
“loses at 6 o'clock the next morn- 
ing. 

THE FORCE OF BREVITY. 

There is always about this idea 
of a play being evolved within the 
twenty-four-hour limit. something 
of the power of a concentrated se- 
lution. Bither it hae real strength 
or tt has nothing. And nobody can 
deny the dramatic strength of “Tos- 
ca” who has onge seen its vigorous 
opening. the ep of the terture- 
room, the climatic death scene of 
Scarpia, the shooting of Cavaradozzi 
and Tosea'’s precipitous escape 
through death from the mob of po- 
lice. Such a series of situations has 
seldom been voucheafed to any op- 
ratte composer ae a form to be- 
— with ornaments of melody and 
harmony. and while the critics often- 
times think that Pyccini’s creation 
ix ecantily clad musically, the an- 
wer to thie is that themes of such 
vigor do not require heavy cloth- 
ing to withstand the rigors of Win- 
tering the sequence of seasons. For 
this all due credit, to Sardov. But 
Sardou without Puc®ini, to anybody 
who has seen thie opera, seems very 
much Ike sherry wine jelly Without 
the she wine. 

There ts nothing of the contempla- 
tive Wagnerian softness about the 
Puccini love drama It is hareh, 
crude. and etrident by comparison, 
but its metallic clangor is softened 
by the velvet tones of the love 
duets which appear at intervals. 

The love interest te solid even if 
not developed, and ig keener in tts 
beauty than the maupgdering senti- 
ment of Pinkerton, the light 
rhapsedic flow of pastion in the 
Mim! and Rudolfo strains. How- 
ever, love i of secondary tmpor- 
tance In “Tosca” as compared with 
the wily snares invelved in the 
Searpian deviltry. ‘The second act 
ie the great act of the play, and for 
this reason Tosca will always re- 
main a baritone and soprano’s opera. 
SCARPIAS RARE. 


The great Scarpias are as rare as 
the great Tristans. I have seen 
Paklanoff the Russiah baritone who 
gave a brilliant interpretation of 
Amonasro in Aida“ fall down dis- 
mally when it came to visualizing 
the subtieties of the crafty baron. 


Jon the other hand, I have heard 


lesser baritones of negati vocal 
attainmenta, who made t role 
breath infernal) eyniciem in a way 
to make the sardonic procurer of 
the lan metropolis at once de- 
testable and masterful. 

If hie opera company visits the 
Coast thie season, it will indeed be a 
splendid thing to hear Scott! in the 
role, which he has practically made 
his own on the American stage. 
There is no doubt that this organiza- 
tien has the material to present a 
notable performance. because it 
really takes three great singers to 
give this modern Italian masterpiece. 

Few other operas are % suscep- 
tible of having their power 
weakened by extrancom or in- 
herent influences. If Tosca’s dress 
doesn't fit property likely 
to throw the whole performance out 
of gear; if the stage is too deep in 
Searpia’s official domicile, the ben 
Hance of the dramatic action is leet: 
if the tenor is in bad voice, half 
the performance goes overboard at 
once; if somebody neglects te place 
the kev for Angelotti, you're liable 
te begin te wonder what all the 
fues is about. The reality goes in a 
minute if every angle is net com- 
prehended. 

A perfect performance of “Tosca” 
le seldom presented, and that te be- 
cause many of ite alleged faults are 
merely dangerse—dangers for singer. 
stage director and orchestral leader 
that grow out of vigorous action, and 
a close interweaving of music with 
Cramatie purpose. 

“Tosca” was brought forth just 
after “La Boheme” and prior to 
“Madame Butterfly.” In neither of 
theee works does he exhibit such 
mal strength: in neither’ did he 
Ve subject matter so typical of his 
own land—«o well understood by 
himeelf as an italian. “Boheme” is 
a clastic of ite kind, but it lacks the 
power of drama: it is a series of un- 
[reesions. “Butterfly” te the fret 
step on that far-afield way. which 
the co.ipower subsequently followed 
in “The Girl of the Golden Wet.” 
and in hie later werks he has seemed 
te lack the ability to find himeéif 
again. “Toeca™ is formally the moet 
econstietent of hie works, and musica!

The width of the body should be given con- 
sideration, and this will mean well sprung 
ribs that will allow the sow to put on the 
greatest amount of flesh of the highest 
quality. A strong level back, baying no 
tendency to be weak, should be one of the 
main poluts to be considered in selecting 
the sow. Close attention should be given 
to its feet to see that the sow walks upright 
on her feet. In choosing the sow, try to se- 
lect one from a large litter. She should be in 
a condition to make rapid growth and de- 
velop to 400 or 600 pounds. Her shoulders 
should fit into her body smoothly, and her 
body should be deep anfl her sides free 
fram wrinkles. Gbe should be expected to 
raise a good sized litter and should have 
from ten to twelve good teats. 

Feeds For the Pig.—Growing pigs require 
feed that will produce bone and muscle, and 
that wilt develop the vital organs. Skim 
milk, buttermilk, meat meal, tankage and 
middiings, also alfalfa, clover and rape pas- 
ture are suitable feeds to combine with corn 
fo get this result. 

Corn alone lacks both bone and muscle 
butiding material, and it is especially valu- 
able for fattening purposes, but some of the 
above feeds should always be fed with It.

Skim milk added to any of these will 
add considerably to any of these rations. 
The oftener skim milk is fed, the more ef- 
ficient it is. Where garbage is made the 
largest part of the ration, and there is need 
of other feeds, corn or barley are 
splendid. 

Good Rations For the Sow.—Before far- 
rowing, feed corn or barley, sufficient to 
keep the sow in thrifty condition. In addi- 
tion, feed alfalfa and one-tenth as much 
tankage, by weight, as corn or barley. See 
that the sow gets exercise each day. 

DO NOT OVERFEED sows. 

Be careful not to overfeed directly after 
farrowing. Start with water the first day. 
The second day the sow should bave 
a little of the same kind of feed as that fed 


,| before farrowing. Increase the feed gradu- 


ally. The rate of tnerease should’ be 
determined by the size of the litter and 
the milking ability of the sow. Watch 
appearance. Judgment should be 
used at all times. No hard and fast roles 
can be given, but after a couple of weeks 
the sow should be on full feed if she is to 
produce a maximum of weight herself.

MAKING A HOT BED OR A 


COLD 
JANUARY SEEDING, 


BY ARTHUR 


HIE eartiest vegetables are the 
most profita Get in on the ground 
floor in the early spring planting work 
by making a hot bed or cold frame now, #0 
that your seedlings will be ready to set om 
in the open in early March. 

any commercial gardeners reaped a {ull 
financial reward last year by setting em 
tender vegetabies in early March, planting 
their seed tm hot beds or cold frames in 
early January. Ot course there is always 
danger of a late frost, out in most localities 
fm Southern California tender varieties have 
Gone very well when planted from hot beds 
or cold frames the firet week in March. 

Cold frames are in more general use in 
thie region’ than hot beds. If the home 
gets in through a window or a series of 
windows, he has an excellent place for the 
propagation of a small number of plants. 
if trere is no such apace available, a hot bed 
on the warm side of a fence outside ts de- 
sirable. 

To make «a smal! hot bed for home gar 
Gens, the planter secures the following: 
A board «ix feet long and sixteen inches 
Wide, rough stock will do for the purpose; 
ne board six feet long, eight laches wide, 
and two boards four feet long, and eight 
inches wide at one end and sixteen inches 
wide at the other, as in the illustration for 
each unit. Nail the ends of the first boards 
to the ends of equal widths of the others, 
and sail a sill. as shown, across the center.

Plant the seed in a shallow layer of soll 
over the manure—get licht sandy loam for 
this purpose. Some gardeners use pure 
sand. use propagating flats and then 
— aces to the hot bed. If the fats 
are not used, cover the seed with a half 
inch to an inch of light soll, firmed down. 
Sprinkle lightly each day, or as you see the 
bed needs it Ventilate the hot bed by ra. 
ing the sash for a few minutes during the 
heat of the day. This ventilation can be 
gradually increased as the seedling plants 
grow, and they will thus be “hardened off” 
and prepared for open culture. Do not iat 
the seeds dry out. Sometimes „ profer 
able to place a wet piece of burlap next the 
soll over the seeds to insure good moisture 
conditions.
